Extend the Provisions of “ The Drainage of Lands 
Act, 1849, ’ to the Advance of private Money for 
the Erection and Repair of Farm Buildings on 
Lands in Great Britain and Ireland.

\TTHEREAS It IS desirable that the Provisions of “ The Preamble, 
y Y Drainage of Lands Act, 1849,” should be extended to 
Advances of Money by private Individuals for the Im- 
provement of Land in Great Britain and Ireland, by the Erection 
S tbereon of Farmhouses, Labourers Cottages, and Farm Buildings or 
by the Repairs, Enlargement, or Extension of Farmhouses, Cottages, 
and Buildings erected or to be erected on such Lands ; Be it there- 
fore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the 
Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Com- 
10 mens, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the Authorilv of 
the same, That — 



I. From and after the passing of this Act it shall be lawful for Laadlonb 
the UwDer of any Land in Great Britain or Ireland who shall be borrow 
desirous of borrowing or advancing Money for the Improvement of Sot;"''

Cottages, or Farm Buildings, or by repairing, enlarging, or extending 
Farmhouses, Labourers Cottages, or Farm Buildings erected or to 
l>e erected thereon, to borrow or ad^-ance Money for such Purpose, 
and to have the Money expended in such Improvement, and in de- 
fraying the Expenses incident thereto, charged upon the Inheritance 5 
of such Land, in the Manner and with the Priority mentioned in 
“ The Drainage of Lands Act, 1849,” save as herein-aflcr excepted, 
with reference to the borrowing or advancing of Money for the 
Improvement of Lands by Works of Drainage, and the Expenditure 
of such Money, and the charging thereof upon the Inheritance of 10 
such last-mentioned Lands, in all respects as if the Provisions of 
the said Act had contemplated and provided for the Improvement 
of Land by the Erection, repairing, Enlargement, or Extension of 
Farmhouses, Labourers Cottages, and Farm Buildings thereon, as 
well as by the Execution of Works of Drainage, as therein men- 15 
tioned, and all the Powers, Directions, Proceedings, and Provisions 
in the said Act expressly or by reference contained, authorized, 
and directed shall (save so far as herein otherwise provided, and 
save also so far as the same Powers, Provisions, Directions, and 
Proceedings are inconsistent with or repugnant or inapplicable to 20 
the Purposes herein contemplated,) be deemed to apply to, and 
be followed, taken, and adopted with respect to, the borrowing or 
advancing of Money for the Purpose contemplated by this Act, and 
to the Expenditure of such Money, and the charging thereof upon 
the Inheritance of the Land sought to be improved under this Act. 25 

II. Provided always, That where Money shall be borrowed or 
advanced under the Provisions of this and the said recited Act upon 
a Rcntcharge over Lands held under the Letters of an Entail in 
Scotland, it shall not be lawful for the Heir of Entail in possession 

of the said Entailed Lands to obtain Decreet of Declarator or of 30 
Payment against the Heirs entitled to succeed to him or her in the 
said Lands, in respect of Improvements effected by the Application 
of the Money so borrowed or advanced, or to grant Bond of Annual 
Rent, or Bond in Disposition and Security, in respect of the said 
Money or any Part thereof, nor shall the Entail Lands be otherwise 35 
affected, on the Ground of the Money so borrowed or advanced, than 
is authorized by the said first-recited Act and this Act, with regard 
to the Reiitcharge for such Money thereby and by thivS Act allowed 
to be imposed. 

III. Provided also, That the Rcntcharges for Money to be bor- 40 
rowed in Scotland in virtue of this Act shall not be entitled to any 
Priority, but shall rank upon the Lands in respect of which such 
Rentcharges shall be granted according to the legal Right and Pre- 
ference 
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fei-ence to which such Rentcharges would he entitled by Law in 
competition with any existing Heritable Securities or any existing 
Rentcharges created under the Acts for promoting the Improvement 
of Lands by Drainage affecting such Lands. 

5 IV. Provided always, That the Money to be borrowed or advanced Advances 
under this Act by any One Owner shall not in any Case exceed in “ot to exceed 
Amount Eighteen Months Value of Land for or in respect of which SSr 
such Buildings as aforesaid shall be required, and in respect of which of 
Money shall be sought to be borrowed or advanced, such Value to 
10 be ascertained to the Satisfaction of the Commissioners for the Execu- 
tion of this and the said recited Act. 



^ V. The Report to be made upon any Application to the Commis- Report upon 
sioners to authorize a Loan under the Provi.sions of this Act shall 
contain sucli Particulars of and relating to the Land sought to be 
15 improved under this Act, and of and relating to the Buildings pro- 

posed to be erected, repaired, enlarged, or extended thereon °and of KSl, 
and relating to the proposed Repairs, Enlargement, or Extension, 
and of the estimated Expense of and relating to such Erections, 

Repairs, Enlargements, and Extension, as in the Opinion of the 
20 Party making such Report will be sufficient to enable the Commis- 
sioners to judge of the Expediency of aUowing the Application ; but 
such Report need not contain any Estimate of the Improvemeut of 
the annual Value of the Land expected to result from the proposed 
Improvement, but the Commissioners, before authorizing any such 
25 Loan or Allowance, shall be satisfied that the Application of the same lUntcharge 
will be of permanent Benefit to the Subject. in respect of

VI. Every Rcntcharge to be granted in respect- of any Money Perbd*^e 5 °*^ 
to be borrowed or advanced under this Act tcay, in the Discretion 

of the Commissioners, be made payable for any Period exceeding 
30 Twenty-two Years but not exceeding Thirty Years, exceeding 

Thirty Years. 

VII. In Cases where the Owner of Land shall himself advance As to Root- 

the Money or Part of the Money for the Purposes of this Act, the change where 
Commissioners may, in the Manner provided by the Tenth Section S’rt'Lreof 
of the said recited Act, grant a Rcntcharge under this Act in respect by 

35 of Part of any Works sanctioned by the Commissioners, which, 
independently of the Part remaining unexecuted, will be complete in 
itself, and durable and effectual, but without any Necessity to inquire 
into the Amount of the Improvement of the yearly Value of the 
Land.

Buildings in some established Insurance Office to be approved of by 
the Commissioners, and that as between the several Parties interested 
in the Land charged under this Act such Insurance shall be effected 
and kept up, and the annual Premiums and other Monies necessary 
for such Purpose shall be paid or borne, by the Person or Persons for 5 
the Time being entitled in possession to the Land, or to the Receipt 
of the Rents and Profits thereof.
